Wednesday, 
Jan. 19 (B—Chinese Red forces in­ 
vaded Yikiangshan Island yester­ 
day behind a curtain of bombs 
and naval and artillery fire, plac­ 
ing the vital Tachens eight miles, 
to the south in great peril.

Fears rose that the Tachens, 200 
miles north of Formosa, would be 
next on the Red time table as the 
Peiping radio trumpeted that tiny 
Yikiangshan was

The Defense Ministry, however, 
insisted the garrison still was put­ 
ting up resistance late last night 
and claimed the invaders suffered 
heavy, losses. 
Seven Boats Destroyed 
The ministry said the thin line 
o f guerrilla defenders of Yikiang­ 
shan, a rocky island of little more 
than three square miles, sank six 
motorized junks and one gunboat 
o f the invasion fleet and damaged 
another 
gunboat. 
It added 
that 
ground fire shot down two Russian- 
made planes. 
Throughout the day, Nationalist 
warplanes from Formosa flew over! 
the area harassing the invasion' 
fleet. The air force claimed two 
Red warships were damaged in 
dive bombing attacks. 
Anxious watchers in the Tachens. 
which screen the northern invasion 
approaches to Formosa, saw great 
fires blaze on the tiny island. 
The chief value of Yikiangshan 
is as a stepping stone to the Tach­ 
ens, which are within easy reach 
of long-range guns. There were

Lebanon, Turkey

Informed sources said Lebanon 
hopes to mediate a dispute among 
her sister Arab states over the 
plan when premiers of the eight- 
nation Arab League meet Saturday 
in Cairo.

Wilson Calls For

Increased Trade 
With Communists 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 <B—Sec­ 
retary of Defense Wilson today 
advocated 
more 
trade 
with 
the 
Communists as a 
course which 
would “ ultimately strengthen the 
free world.'* 
Exports to Iron Curtain countries 
should be confined to non-military 
items, he told the House Ways and 
Moans Committee, and the test 
should always be whether the ex­ 
change of goods benefits the West. 
Wilson said he would favor the 
controversial plan for selling sur­ 
plus 
American 
butter 
to Soviet 
Russia, perhaps in exchange for 
manganese, a strategic metal in 
short supply in this country. 
There are many other trading 
possibilities, he said, t h r o u g h 
which this country could benefit 
not only by the exchange of com­ 
modities but also by helping Com­ 
munist peoples to get rid of their 
“ fear and 
antagonism” 
for 
the 
United States. “ We’ve got to do 
that ultimately," he said. 
Wilson gave his views in re­ 
sponse to questions from commit­ 
tee 
members. 
He 
was

of 
several members of President E i­ 
senhower's Cabinet who appeared 
before the committee to support 
the administration’s proposal for a 
three-vear 
extension 
of the 
re­ 
ciprocal Trade Act. which expires 
Juno 12. 
Among other things. Eisenhower 
wants authority to cut tariffs up to 
5 per cent a year during the three- 
year period in exchange for trade

Secretary of Commerce Weeks, 
who also testified today, argued 
the President’s program will help 
maintain prosperity and will not 
harm American industries serious­ 
ly if they are efficiently managed.

Leader Threatens 
To Kill Men If Shot 
Fired By Authorities 


BOSTON, Jan. 18 OB-The leader 
of four dangerous armed convicts 
attempting to break out of Massa­ 
chusetts State Prison sent out a 
message tonight threatening to kill 
five guards and six other prisoners 
held hostage if authorities fired a 
shot. 
Theodore 
“ Tedd.v” 
Green, 
30, 
notorious bank robber who boasts 
no prison is strong enough to hold 
him, said in a message to Warden 
John J. O’Brien: 
“ For every shot fired at us. a 
guard dies. One shot, one gas bomb 
and one of your screws dies.” 
O'Brien 
said Green’s message 
said that if shots are fired at the 
rebelling 
convicts 
“ then to 
hell 
with what happens from then on.” 
O’Brien said no force is planned 
to subdue the revolt, adding au­ 
thorities are ready “ to wait it out 
for days if necessary.% 
Earlier, the rebellion by the four; 
desperate convicts was described 
by a prison chaplain as apparently 
"a battle to the finish.” 
“ The prisoners have made one 
demand-out,” the Rev. Edward 
F. Hartigan told newsmen after 
his third visit to the isolated cell- 
j block of the 150-year-old bastile 
.where the convicts hold the hos­ 
tages. 
Earlier, the Catholic priest who 
.has been at the prison since 1949 
‘said the hardened, long-term pris­ 
oners—described as potential kil- 
jlers—were “ not too much afraid of 
death” in their desperate bid to 
break out. 
i 
The four sent out an ultimatum 
that they be allowed to walk out 
of the prison 
and Gov. Herter 
furnish them a car to carry them 
away “ or there’ll be fireworks.” 


“ No Deals." Officials S a y 


Prison officials, who had said 
earlier there would be “ no deals,” 
disregarded the demand and in­ 
dicated they were ready to wait 
out the convicts. Floodlights were 
turned on the collblock at dark, 
some 13 hours after the r e v o l t 
broke out early today. State troop­ 
ers and Boston police, armed with 
riot guns and machine guns, were 
ready for instant action. 
Massachusetts Attv. Gen. george 
Fingold told the revolting convicts 
over a loud-speaker system in the 
prison yard “ if one of you kills 
all of you will die in the electric 
chair.” 
Apparently fearful for their safe­ 
ty, the hostages who are Catholics 
asked 
Father 
Hartigan 
to 
hear 
their confessions. ’The priest said 
he heard the confessions of four 
guards and “ four or five” of the 
prisoners held against their will. 
Father Hartigan 
said 
he 
was 
treated “ courteously” by the re­ 
belling 
prisoners 
and 
they 
also 
were “ very solicitous” of one of 
the guards who is ill. 


Ill Guard Treated 


The priest declined to say how 
many of the four attempting the 
break are armed, but it was known 
they have at least two small guns, 
possibly five. 
The ill guard, Eugene Wills, 40, 
was treated in late afternoon by 
Dr. Samuel Merlin, who first ob­ 
tained permission over the prison 
! telephone from the rioting convicts. 
Wills, the oldest of the hostages, 
has been suffering for two nr three 
days from a virus infection. He 
also has a heart condition.

New Program To Bolster 
Nondiscrimination Policy 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 18 iB— Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower today set up a 
new program designed to strength­ 
en the federal government’s policy 
of filling jobs without regard to 
race, creed or color. 
He established a five-man com­ 
mittee to carry out a nondiscrim­ 
ination order and said it would 
have “ increased stature” over the 
government’s old fair employment 
board, which was simultaneously 
abolished. 
Jam es C. Hagertv, White House 
press secretary, said the increased 
stature 
would 
derive 
from 
the 
committee’s specified authority to 
report directly to the President. 
The Fair Employment Board, cre­ 
ated by President Truman in 1948, 
operated under the Civil Service 
Commission. 
Eisenhower’s order declared it to 
be policy “ that equal opportunity 
be afforded all qualified persons, 
consistent with the law, for em­ 


ployment in the federal govern­ 
ment.” 
This, the order continued, “ nec­ 
essarily excludes and prohibits dis­ 
crimination against any employe 
or applicant for employment in the 
federal 
government 
because 
of 
race, color, religion or national 
origin.” 
Maxwell Abbell. Chicago lawyer 
was named chairman of the com­ 
mittee. 
Archibald J. Carey Jr., 
Chicago alderman and an alter­ 
nate delegate to the U. N. General 
Assembly in 1953, was made vice 
chairman. Carey is one of two 
Negroes among the five members. 
The presidential order empower­ 
ed the group to conduct inquiries 
and inform the White House of 
how federal 
agencies 
are 
com­ 
plying with the nondiscrimination 
policy. It also provided authority 
to advise the Civil Service Com­ 
mission and department heads on 
i how to carry out the policy.

LONDON Jan. 18 LB—Britain to­ 
day dispatched an aircraft carrier 
to bring emergency relief to 55.-

farmers shivered in the cold grasp 
of bitter winter weather. Blizzards, 
hurricanes and floods left a trail 
of havoc in country after country.

Ca lling the ro ll o f No rth America n na tio ns fro m 
so uth to no rth, Panama is first o n the list. Nex t co m e 
Co sta Rica and Nicara gua, all o f which are no w in the 
news. Co sta Hica has fo rma lly co mpla ined to the Or­ 
ga nizatio n o f America n Sta tes that Nica ra gua perm it­ 
ted an a rmy o f a dv enturers to train o penly o n her 
territo ry , with a v iew to inv a ding Co sta Rica. 
The co mpla int, filed^bcfo re the fighting bega n, 
also cha rges ' an .American go v ernm ent” with pro v id­ 
ing pla nes to aid the attack. (The go v ernm ent a lluded 
to seem s to be Venezuela , which has been ha v ing 
stra ined rela tio ns with Co sta Rica and recently sent 
10 pla nes into Nica ragua o n a “ go o d-will missio n.” ) 
There has been bad blo o d between Co sta Rica and 
Nica ra gua fo r y ears, and it is ho ped the OAS can re­ 
duce so me o f the tcn.sio n. Iro nica lly eno ugh, President 
Figucres o f Co ^ta Rica himself seized po wer in ea rly 
19 4 8 with the aid o f a rms and a mmunitio n smuggled 
in fro m Gua tema la . But in Decem ber o f that y ear, a 
rebel gro up hea ded by a defea ted ca ndida te inv a ded 
Co sta Rica fro m .Nicaragua and then tried to o v er­ 
thro w Figueres. Then, as no w, he a ppea led to the 
OAS. which sent a co mmissio n to inv estiga te. 
The OAS fo und that neither side was inno cent. 
The rebels had indeed o rga nized their co up in Nic­ 
a ra gua , who se go v ernm ent had ta ken no steps to sto p 
them until a fter they sta rted their a rmed inv asio n. 
The rebels were mo stly Co sta Ricans, with a few Nic­ 
ara gua n v o lunteers, but a ppa rently the regula r Nic­ 
a ra gua n a rmy was no t inv o lv ed. 
Co sta Rica, the O.AS fo und, had been permitting 
an o rganizatio n called the Caribbean Legio n to o r­ 
ga nize and train o n its so il, co nspiring a gainst Nic­ 
aragua and pro ba bly a ga inst Ho ndura s and the Do mi­ 
nica n Republic as well. So the OAS sternly a dv ised 
bo th co untries to try to be go o d neighbo rs fo r a 
cha nge. 
It is do ubtful that the a dv ice was taken. In April 
o f 19 5 4 , Co sta Rica and Nica ra gua were again lo udly 
a ccusing ea ch o ther o f subv ersiv e plans. In J uly , Co sta 
Rica repo rted that it had wo n a battle a gainst gueril­ 
las who fled acro .ss the Nica ra gua n bo rder. A few 
da y s la ter, Nica ra gua sent tro o ps, armo red cars, and 
ta nks to the Co sta Rican bo rder fo r “ ro utine defense 
ma neuv ers." 
And no w OAS has the pro blem back in its lap 
again. May it ha v e better luck with its pea cema king 
this time.

gThere Is No End 


Proposed Chairman Of FCC Concealed 


His Connections With Big Utility 
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Eisenhower Budget Reflects Stability Of Treasury 


The Pre ident's sta’ement concerning Wolf Ladejinsky 
left me wobbly becau .'^e at last it wa.s disclosed that the 
Government of the United States has no sy stem, no 
method, no procedu re, no u niformity concerning secu rity . 
What the President told the newsmen, in answer to their 
qu estions, was, in su mm ary : 
John Foster Du lles and Scott McLeod thou ght Lade- 
jinsky was excellent for employ ment by the Government 
of the United States: Ezra Taft Ben.son, who fou r months 
earlier refu sed to rele.ir e Ladojinsky to the FO.A becau se 
he was too valu able to the .Agricu ltu re Department, now 
declared him to bv a secu rity risk on information which, 
to u se the Prvsidvnl's own words, scared thv President; 
that Harold Stasscn. having the same information that 
Mr. Du lles and Mr. Benson had, chose to employ Lade- 
jinsky , afier consu ltation with the White Hou se, abou t 
which the President apparently did not know, becau se he 
was not a secu rity risk and was su itable for sensitive 
employ ment. 


Then President Eisenho wer to o k the po sitio n that 
all these men were right because they were respo n­ 
sible. which seems rather illo gical because under o ur 
( o nstitutio n, the President is respo nsible fo r the ex ecu­ 
tiv e branch o f the go v ernment, o urs no t being a minis­ 
terial arrangement such as the British use. Heads o f 
departments in the I nited States are handy men in the 
ex eeutl\e ento urage. 


The qu estion then ari.scs; 
What becomes of Lade- 
jinsky 's repu tation, his dignity as a hu man being, his fit­ 
ness for employ ment? 
There was an awfu l howl when 
Senator Joe McCarthy raised the issu e of Major Peress, 
an open Commu nist. Bu t here is a man w'ho is not even 
accu sed of being a Commu nist, Actu ally he stands accu sed 
of nothing. President Eisenhower ceased to be “ scared" 
by Ladejin.'^ky becau .-e he had heard that Ladejinsky had 
written an anti-Cu mmu m.-t book. That m ay be so, bu t 1 
can find no record of su ch a book, 1 am su re that what 
the President shou ld have said was that Ladejinsky had 
had an anti-Commu ni.st career in the Far East, for so the 
State Department has indicated in its pu blicity on the case. 
What it all points u p is that there is no plan, no 
method, no adequ ate inve.stigation, no over-all sy stem —and 
m en's r(‘p'ifaiions are at stake. 
The government ou ght 
not to employ a single Commu nist, bu t does that mean 
that if a bu reau crat wants to get rid of a man, all he needs 
to do is to smear him with that tar bru sh'’ 


I want to say here that I do no t kno w Wo lf Lade- 
jinsky , hav e nev er met him, and hav e nev er seen 
a 
co nfidential go v ernment file o n him. I did no t kno w 
he ex isted befo re this co ntro v ersy started. Therefo re, 
I do no t kno w whether such info rmatio n as Ezra Taft 
Benso n gav e the President wo uld scare me o r whether 
the info rmatio n that Sco tt Mcl^eo d and Haro ld Stassen 
po ssess wo uld cause me to -» mbraee him as a fello w 
anti-C o mmunist. What I do kno w is that as I read the 
transcript o f the President's press co nfereno e, I co uld 
see o nly co nfusio n, lack o f sy stem, and an o pen do o r 
fo r Co mmunists to walk into o ur go v ernment. 


What IS requ ired qu ickly is a ru le. The Department 
of Ju stice, as.cistcd by J. Edgar Hoover, who apart from 
being head of the FBI knows the su bject, ou ght to work 
ou t a sy stem of secu rity screening applicable to every 
d e p a rtm e n t of government, leaving nothing to the ju dg- 
(ti.ent of bu reau crat!, petty or great. Their ju dgment is 
often too whimsical and sclf-scrving. Su ch a ru le ou ght to 
be m ade pu blic with clear definitions of term.s and u nmis­ 
takable methods of screening. There is no need for secrecy 
abou t the ru le. 
If necessary , for enforcement, it shou ld 
be passed by Congress. 


In a wo rd, the present chao s o ught to be bro ught 
to an end. No independent co mmissio n o f citizens is 
needed to dev ise a plan because precisely what wo uld 
they kno w abo ut it? Mo st citizens canno t distinguish 
between a Co mmunist and a civ il serv ice refo rmer, 
between a Tro tzky ist and a Single-Tax er. 
This is a 
technical subject that requires a technical appro ach. 


Unless a sy stem is ju st, it is not w'orth while. The 
w'him of a bu reau crat cau ght m the pride of personal 
opinion m ay not be the pu rsu it of ju stice. 
It m ay be 
nothing bu t cocktail party conversation by frivolou s people 
tearing down other m en's lives. It may even be personal 
vengeance. This is not good enou gh for the United States.

#OAS Faces Difficult 
Peacemaking Task 


Calling the roll of North American nations from 
south to north, Panama is first on the list. N ext come 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua, all of which are now' in the 
news. Costa Rica has formally complained to the Or­ 
ganization of American States that Nicaragua permit­ 
ted an army of adventurers to train openly on her 
territory, with a view to invading Costa Rica. 
The complaint, filed'’before the fighting began, 
also charges “an A m erican government" with provid­ 
ing planes to aid the attack. (The governm ent alluded 
to seem s to be Venezuela, which has been having 
strained relations with Costa Rica and recently sent 
IO planes into Nicaragua on a “good-will m ission.” ) 
There has been bad blood between Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua for years, and it is hoped the OAS can re­ 
duce some of the tension. Ironically enough. President 
Figucres of Costa Rica himself seized pow er in early 
1948 with the aid of arm s and ammunition smuggled 
in from Guatemala. But in December of that year, a 
rebel group headed by a defeated candidate invaded 
Costa Rica from Nicaragua and then tried to over­ 
throw Figueres. Then, as now, he appealed to the 
OAS, which sent a com m ission to investigate. 
The OAS found that neither side was innocent. 
The rebels had indeed organized their coup in Nic­ 
aragua. whose governm ent had taken no steps to stop 
them until after they started their armed invasion. 
The rebels were mostly Costa Ricans, with a few Nic­ 
araguan volunteers, but apparently the regular Nic­ 
araguan army was not involved. 
Costa Rica, the OAS found, had been permitting 
an organization called the Caribbean Legion to or­ 
ganize and train on its soil, conspiring against Nic­ 
aragua and probably against Honduras and the Domi­ 
nican Republic as well. So the OAS sternly advised 
both countries to try to be good neighbors for a 
change. 
It is doubtful that the advice was taken. In April 
of 1954, Costa Rica and Nicaragua were again loudly 
accusing each other of subversive plans. In July, Costa 
Rica reported that it had won a battle against gueril­ 
las who fled across the Nicaraguan border. A few 
days later. Nicaragua sent troops, armored cars. and 
tanks to the Costa Rican border for “routine defense 
m aneuvers.” 
And now OAS has the problem back in its lap 
again. May it have better luck with its peacem aking 
this time.

gThere Is No End 


The President's statem ent concerning Wolf Ladejinsky 
left me wobbly because at last it was disclosed that the 
Government of the United States has no system, no 
method, no procedure, no uniformity concerning security. 
What the President told the newsmen, in answer to their 
questions, was, in sum m ary: 
John Foster Dulles and Scott McLeod thought Lade- 
jinsky was excellent for employment by the Government 
of the United States; E /ra Taft Benson, who four months 
earlier refused to release Ladejinsky to the FOA because 
he was too valuable to the Agriculture Departm ent, now 
declared him to be a security risk on information which, 
to use the President's own words, scared the President; 
that Harold Stassen, having the same information that 
Mr. Dulles and Mr. Benson had. chose to employ Lade­ 
jinsky, after consultation with the White House, about 
which the President apparently did not know, because he 
was not a security risk and was suitable for sensitive 
employment. 


Then President Eisenhower took the position that 
all these men were right because they were respon­ 
sible. which seems rather illogical because under our 
C onstitution, the President is responsible for the execu­ 
tive branch of the government, ours not being a minis­ 
terial arrangement such as the British use. Heads of 
departments in the United States are handymen in the 
executhe entourage. 


The question then arises: 
What becomes of Lade- 
Jinskys reputation, his dignity as a human being, his fit­ 
ness for employment? 
There was an aw-ful howl when 
Senator Joe McCarthy raised the issue of M ajor Peress, 
an open Communist. But here is a man who is not even 
accused of being a Communist. Actually he stands accused 
of nothing. President Eisenhower ceased to be “ scared'’ 
by L ad ejin sk y because he had heard that Ladejinsky had 
written an anti-Communist book. That may be so. but I 
can find no record of such a book. I am sure that what 
the President should have said was that Ladejinsky had 
had an anti-Communist career in the Far East, for so the 
State Department has indicated in its publicity on the case. 
What it all points up is that there is no plan, no 
method, no adequate investigation, no over-all system —and 
m en's reputations are at stake. 
The government ought 
pot to employ a single Communist, but does that mean 
that if a bureaucrat wants to get rid of a man, all he needs 
to do is to sm ear him with that tar brush*’ 


I want lo say here that I do not know Wolf Lade­ 
jinsky. have never met him. and have never seen a 
confidential government file on him. I did not know 
he existed before this controversy started. Therefore, 
I do not know whether such information as Ezra Taft 
Benson gate the President would scare me or whether 
the information that Scott McLeod and Harold Stassen 
possess would cause me to embrace him as a fellow 
anti-Communist. What I do know is that as I read the 
transcript of the President's press conference, I could 
see only confusion, lack of system, and an open door 
for Communists to walk into our government. 


What is required quickly is a rule. The Departm ent 
of Justice, assisted by J. Edgar Hoover, who apart from 
being head of the FBI knows the subject, ought to work 
out a system of security screening applicable to every 
d e p a r tm e n t of government, leaving nothing to the judg­ 
m e n t of bun mer a: . petty or great. Their judgment is 
often too whimsical and self-serving. Such a ru!*> ought to 
be made public with clear definitions of term s and unmis­ 
takable methods of screening. There is no need for secrecy 
about the rule. 
If necessary, for enforcement, it should 
be passed by Congress. 


In a word. the present chaos ought to be brought 
to an end. No independent commission of citizens is 
needed to devise a plan because precisely what would 
they know about it? Most citizens cannot distinguish 
between a Communist and a civil service reformer, 
between a Trotzkyist and a Single-Taxer. 
This is a 
technical subject that requires a technical approach. 


Unless a system is just, it is not worth while. 
The 
whim of a bureaucrat caught in the pride of personal 
opinion may not be the pursuit of justice. 
It m ay be 
nothing but cocktail party conversation by frivolous people 
tearing down other men s lives. It may even be personal 
vengeance. This is not good enough for the United States. ,

Eisenhower Budget Reflects Stability Of Treasury 


WASHINGTON 
Has the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
learned 
a 
trick or two from the Roosevelt 
and Trum an regimes 
how to fore­ 
cast a big deficit and then wind up 
with a much smaller one and make 
everybody feel there has been a 
great achievement on the fiscal 
front? 
It begins to look that way as the 
President's message on financial 
affairs forecasts a deficit of $2.4 
billions for the fiscal year begin­ 
ning July I, 1955. which will wind 
up just about the time the presi­ 
dential campaign begins in July 
1956. 
What makes the estimate of such 
a deficit 
unrealistic is the fact 
that everybody says business is 
beginning to boom and that we are 
in for an era of higher and higher 
national i n c o m e s in the next 
several years. The year-end fore­ 
casts were rosier than they have 
been in a long time. Yet the Treas­ 
ury solemnly predicts in the new 
budget that receipts from corpor­ 
ate taxes in fiscal 1956 will be less 
than either 1954 or 1955 and that 
individual income-tax receipts will 
not increase at all over 1954 in the 
fiscal year beginning next July. 
Restrains The Spenders 
But with reports coming in from 
aU over the country about an in­ 
crease 
in 
employment 
and

week 
through overtime, and hence a I g- 
ger net to the wage earner after 
taxes, it is difficult to be as pessi­ 
mistic as the Treasury is on the 
m atter of income-tax receipts. 
It is to be noted that there will 
be another budget message pre­ 
sented to Congress in January 1956, 
forecasting the outlook for the new 
fiscal year, and it will not be sur­ 
prising if Mr. Eisenhower is able 
to say then that, inasmuch as the 
first six months of the fiscal year 
1956 have passed, there are clear 
indications the budget will be in 
balance, after all, by June 30.
